The field will have to be 
properly provided with signal lights if tra- 
gedies are to be avoided and the air mail 
to continue. It could not be expected that 
a service of that kind would be carried on 
permanently if a pilot reaching the city 
after night must guess where the field is 
located and take chances on hitting the 
runway, and not a fence, when he comes

MORE RESERVATIONS” 

Some U. S. senators are trying to at- 
tach reservations to the acceptance of the 
Kellogg multilateral treaty. There does 
not seem to be much ground for objection 
to the reservations suggested. They are 
mainly statements of the understood cor 


ditions upon which other countries will 
endorse the pact. Without some of thesé 
conditions understood, it is unlikely that 


any country on earth would approve the 
locument 

The difficulty is that if the United 
3tates writes one set of reservations into 


he treaty, the parliament at London will 
have as good right to insert another set, 
ond the chamber of deputies at Paris, 2 
third list. At that rate of going, by the 


time the treaty was accepted all round its 
original intent would have been obscured 
by a mulitude of literal provisos. Th 
treaty is an invitation to the nations t 
pledge themselves to a policy of inoffen- 
siveness. If it cannot be accepted on that 
basis, and in that spirit, there is not much 
hope that it will add materially to the in- 
surance against war. 


CHEAPER POWER IS POSSIBLE 


The city’s utility enterprises are set- 
ting up records. This is the first year in 
which all of them have been operated 
profit. Even our spider-legged street 
way system, long the despair of the tax- 

ayers, is turning in a smal! but doubly- 
releome monthly surplus. The combined 
surplusses for the year promise to run to 
more than a half million dollars. That will 
xe the largest vet. What is more import- 
nt, it will be about one-seventh the 
amount of the tax levy. As the surplusses 
ro into the genera! funds, the successful! 
yperation of these undertakings will cut 
down the bill of the tax-paver by about 
one dollar in seven. 

It is interesting to note that the reduc- 
tion of twenty-five per cent in the domes- 
tic lighting rate has not put the electric 
lighting system in the losing column. That 
is gratifying in itself, and is encouraging 
also as to the possibility of reducing power 
rates without endangering the financia! 
stability of the plant. Power rates in Ed- 
monton are high in comparison with those 
in other western cities. We have lost some 
industrial concerns, in part at least on 
that account. The rates will have to come 
down if Edmonton is to be able to compete 
on an equa! footing with its contempor 
uries for new industries. The result from 
the reduction of lighting rates is assurance 
that the reduction of power rates not 
impracticable

The lay reader may be interested to 
know that the mind-doctors cal! this 
general tendency paranoia, which is 
only a Greek way of saying off- 
minded, or “off one’s base”; in Ger- 
man “verruckt” or askew, distorted 
in mind; in French “desequilibre” or 
unbalanced. It’s just a convenient 
name for the artistocracy among the 
mentally disordered, that may make 
an innocent crank of one man and a 
dangerous fanatic of an other, both 
equally normal and both equally re- 


| moved from the normal 


The common notion that “insanity” 
runs all the way through and shows 
all the way through must be dismissed. 
In fact, we should give up entirely the 
habit of thinking of the “insane” as 
though they were all suffering from 
one malady. The type of mental dis- 
order means everything; the bare fact 
of being abnormal tells little of the 
story 

There are many so-called queer 
people who have a paranoid streak 
in them, but who never let it develop 
to the point at which it interferes 
with their job or their social relations; 
they are just “queer” in this respect 
When, as in this case, ft in- 
vades behavior so seriously, it becomes 
a definite malady, It is puzzling dis- 
order. That victims of it are born so 
seems well established. They cannot 

changed without being 
but a wise regimen can 
keep the tendency within bounds 

Yet no one can tell when and where 
and how this tendency may break out. 
Here is a man who for more than 
60 years has held his place in the 
community, discharged most of his 
duties well and yet belongs to tho 
variants, the not-like other folk. No 
one can predict that the delusion will 
go just so far and lead to no more 
serious disturbance than has vet oc- 
curred. No one could have predicted 
10 or 15 years ago, when these symp- 
toms appeared (there were probably 
others of the same origin long before 
that), that this man would still be so 
tiearly normal in his sixties. He might 
have been a typical asylum-case by 
this time 

We. know too little about’ this type 
of mental disorder to determine its 
cause or predict its course. Its victims 
contribute to the mystery of minds 
gone wrong. Yet the delusion, which is 
& matter of belief, is no more char- 
acteristic than the grievance, which 
is a matter of feeling. Delusions of 
Suspicion occur in several other var- 
jeties of mental disorder; they alone 
do not tell the story. Here is a classic 
case that may help the normal mind 
to realize how one false note may 
throw ‘life out of harmony and show 
that the mental instrument was never 
quite in tune
